1. The amendment filed July 1, 2011, is acknowledged and has been entered. 
Claims 1 , 4, 6-18, 22, 23, 25, 27, 30 and 31 have been amended. 

2. The amendment filed August 26, 2011, is acknowledged and has been entered. 
Claims 1 1 and 16-22 have been amended. Claims 27-30 have been canceled. 

Election/Restrictions 

3. In view of the allowability of claims 1 the species requirements to elect a single 
species of amino acid sequence and a single species of antigen the second domain 
binds have been WITHDRAWN. Additionally, after further consideration Group II has 
been rejoined with the elected Group I. Otherwise NO other inventions have been 
rejoined. 

In view of the rejoinder detailed above, applicant is reminded that once a 
restriction requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer 
applicable. See In re Ziegler, 443 F.2d 1211, 1215, 170 USPQ 129, 131-32 (CCPA 
1 971 ). See also MPEP § 804.01 . 

Conclusion 

4. Claims 1 , 4, 6-25 and 31 have been allowed.
